WHY THE ARMY’S IN CHINA. 


* Charlies Dailey, one of Tue TRIBUN®E’s far east 
correspondents, now in this country, wrote an 
article for THe Sunpay Taisune giving the details 
ot the American military occupation of China. The 
United States has 1,400 soldiers in Chinese posts 
Qnder a major general. There are sixteen American 
Warships in Chinese waters, some of them in Chi- 
bese river ports as far inland as are Chicago and 
St. Louis on the American continent. 

| Most Americans do not know the soldiers, ma- 
tines, and sailors are in Chinese waters and terri- 
tory or why they are there.

ANTITOXIN FOR 


DIPHTHERIA. 

N Middletown, N. Y., a boy died with 
diphtheria on the streets on Aug. 26. 
He had been taken to a hospital, but 
had been refused admission because 
the hospital had no facilities for isolating 
cases of diphtheria. The sick boy tried 
to get home from the hospital and died 

in the street, as stated. 
It developed that the boy had been sick 


| for several) days, but since he was “ sub- 
| ject to throat trouble,” no physician was 


seen, there was no diagnosis, and anti- 
toxin was not given. 
2 

In commenting on this case the New 
York state health department wrote: 
“If L. D. had been given antitoxin on 
Aug. 26, he would be living today.” A 
Buffalo physician, Dr. Blaauw, took ex- 
ception to the statement. He said anti- 
toxin given on Aug. 26 would have done 
no good, since the boy was already fatal- 
ly poisoned with diphtheria toxin on that 
date. Whereupon the editor of the Mid- 
dlietown Herald wrote: “ Had a liberal 
dose of antitoxin been injected into a 
vein early on the morning of the 26th, 
L. D.’s life might possibly have been 
saved. Had he received it on the 25th

In this L. D. case there were other 
mistakes. A case of diphtheria should 
not go through the streets to a hospital. 
No hospital should turn a case of diph- 
theria into the street to die. Both pro- 
cedures are against the law. It is no‘ 
difficult to immunize the people in a hos- 
pital against diphtheria.

2. It is not good judgment to inject qui- 
nine into the veins so long as the stomach 
route ig reasonably satisfactory.

Chicago, Nov. 9.—In 1827 John Mason 
Peck, who had come west in 1818 to es- 
tablish a western mission of the Baptist 
church, founded the Rock Spring semi- 
nary, which was removed in 1832 te Upper 
Alton and renamed Alton seminary and 
then Alton college. In 1835 Dr, Benja- 
min Shurtleff of Boston, a graduate of 
Brown university, put this struggling 
school on its feet by giving it $10,000, a 
princely contribution to education for 
those days. In the donor’s honor the 
name was shortly thereafter changed to 
Shurtleff college and has so remained 
ever since. 

Almost from the beginning Profs. 
Washington Leverett and Warren Lev- 
erett and their descendants have been 
prominently identified with the college. 
Among the earlier students was Gen. 
John M. Palmer. Active in its affairs 
in recent years have been Dr. n 
K. de Blois, who wrote its in

PACT PLANNED AS

ROME, Nov. 10.—In order to protect 
its interests in the Adriatic, Italy is 
gradually assuming a position as the 
south European bulwark against the 
pan-Slav movement. Before the war 
Austro-Hungary served as this bul 
wark. 

The Italian government has made of- 
ficial representations to Belgrade de- 
manding “satisfaction ’’ for the anti- 
Italian derionstrations before Italian 
consulates in various cities of Jugo- 
Slavia in reprisal for the attack on 
the Slav newspaper Edinost at Trieste 
recently. 

Greece Seeks Italian Treaty. 

Greece's leaders, regarding the pan- 
Slavic movement as the greatest dan- 
ger confronting western Europe and 
the peace of the world today, took ad- 
vantage of the Italian protest to in- 
struct the new minister, M. Navrou- 
dis, to negotiate a treaty of amity with 
Italy. Italy’s position is further 
strengthened by a new treaty with Al- 
bania, which is sending a mission here 
shortly to sign the pact which already 
has been framed. 

The Jugo-Slav attitude toward the 
Greco-Bulgar incident is regarded by 
the Greek leaders as “ far from friend- 
ly,” and the Belgrade press is belittling 
the proposed Balkan pact, arousing 
suspicions that the pan-Slavs are active 
again. Italy by its vigorous action at 
Fiume checked the Slav expansion in 
the Adriatic and now Greece is feeling 
the Jugo-Slav pressure for a port on 
the Adriatic, preferably as Saloniki. 


Greeks Want Naval Base. 


The Greeks are asking for conces- 
gions in the Dodecanese islands, where 
they want a naval base, and it is not 
impossible that Italy in return will 
ask certain rights in the free zone of 
Saioniki which would also _ protect 
Greece. 

Good relations between Albania and 
Greece are an integral part of the 
policy which is aimed to provide pro- 
tection against the Slavs.

GORN YIELD A 


3,013,000,000 BU : 


for the United States is estimated by 
the department of agriculture in its 
report given out late yesterday. It is 
the fifth corn crop in excess of the 
3,000,000,000 bushel mark this country 
has raised. It is 95,000,000 bushels 
larger than the October returns and 
is based on husking reports. It is 
5% 000,000 bushels above last year’s 
final returns and 78,000,000 bushels 
more than the five year average. 

In the nine surp!us corn states, which 
raised more than two-thirds of the crop, 
there are 2,051,000,000 bushels, a gain of 
510,000,000 bushels over last year, which 
is nearly equal] to an average quantity 
that leaves the farm annually. There 
is also an increase of 214,000,000 bushels 
over the five year average. 


Iowa Yield 477,000,000 Bushels. 


An outstanding feature in the corn 
crop returns is the big showing in Iowa, 
477,000,000 bushels, or 172,000,000 bushels 
over last year’s short crop, and 45,000,- 
000 bushels above the average. Illinois, 
the second largest corn state, increased 
its yield $0,000,000 bushels over last year, 
having 395,000,000 bushels, or 82,000,000 
bushels above the average. Indiana has 
the largest crop in twenty-five years, 
95,000,000 bushels more than last year, 
and 42,000,000 bushels above the average. 
Minnesota and Nebraska have large 
crops and South Dakota a _ short one, 
owing to drought. The Texas crop is 
the shortest in years, and practically a 
failure in some sections. 

Total available supply of corn for the 
1925-'26 season, as suggested by the gov- 
ernment’s preliminary estimate on the 
yield, is 3,076,000,000 bushels, including 
a carry-over of 60,952,000 bushels and 
the visible supply of 2,000,000 bushels. 
Last year there was a total available of 

2,546,000,000 bushels, including a carry- 
‘over on farms of 102,000,000 bushels and 
,@ visible supply of 7,000,000 bushels. 


Farm Reserves Small. 


The short crop of corn in 1924 was used 
up more thoroughly than in a majority 
of years, as reserves on the farms Nov. 1 
were only 60,952,000 bushels, the smallest 
| Since 1917, when there were 34,448,000 
bushels®? compared with 102,000,000 
bushels last vear. 

The flax seed crop is 22,332,000 bushels, 
a decrease of nearly 10,000,000 bushels 
from last year, and an increase of 
5,000,000 bushels over the preceding year. 

Estimates on the potato crop were in- 
creased 2,000,000 bu last month despite 
the early freeze, and the total is 346,503,- 
000 bu, against -455,000,000 bu harvested 
last year.
